And sure enough, the next day it rained in Texas, 

Coast to Coast listeners may have also helped to blunt 
the force of Hurricane Isabel. George had asked people to 
concentrate on lessening the impact of Isabel, and while many 
were without power, and heavy winds and rains battered the Bast 
Coast, the hurricane was downgraded to "tropical storm" status, 
without scientific explanation as to why. 

Yet another example, was the request for the audience to 
visualize a resolution to the Washington "Sniper Crisis," such 
that the situation would be resolved quickly and no one else 
would be hurt. The two suspects were arrested in the early 
morning hours immediately following the broadcast, and no one 
was injured in the capture. There were nine or ten such 
experiments conducted with the radio audience - which numbers in 
the minions - all of which showed noticeable results. 

It* s things like this which help broaden the silver 
lining of this blackened cloud that looms heavy- with war, and 
famine, and disease, and oppression.

used in both a positive and negative context. The positive definition 
of globalization would most often be used by corporations to describe 
economic and socially positive change. This view seeks to use 
economic prosperity as an engine to bring about social change.. The 
opposing side of this term is seen as an economically, socially, 
culturally and environmentally negative phenomenon. This negative 
term would most often be used by the worlds poor, environmentalists, ' 
and those who are at the front lines of the ill effects of this "global 
glue".

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Q: What's the difference between free trade and 

fair trade? 

Fair trade is the trade of international goods and services in the 
name of environmental, economic and social sustainabilty. It is a 
movement that seeks to reimburse farmers and workers in a fair and 
just fashion. Free trade seeks to do the opposite by eliminating 
accountability, and doing business without the 'inconvienience' of 
having to recognize government imposed tarrifs and trade barriers. 
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yi What is the WTO? 

The World Trade Organization (WTO) was established in 1995. As 
an agency for global commerce it's first order of business was to transform 
the GATT (General Agreement of Tariffs and Trades) into an enforcable 
global commerce code. The WTO was the corporate machine in the name 
of globalization. Corporate profits are allowed to dominate other values, 
economic desisions are made by the private sector while the social and 
environmental costs are borne by the public. The WTO is an 
undemocratic, untransparent, nonaccountable agency that has maginalized 
the magority of the worlds people. 

niiHilinitn 
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The Kardashev scale is a general method of classifying how technologically advanced a 
civilisation is. First proposed in 1964 by the Russian astrcnomer Nikolai Kardashev. It has three 
categories, Type 1,2, and 3, based on t he amount of usable energy a civilization has at its disposal 
and increasing logarithmically: KMBIBiHIHBniBBhMHBlHMn _-r'r 

Type 1, is a planetary civilization. Anything planetary is completely wit hin t heir cont roL 
They can control the weather, control DNA, integrate organlcs with mechanics, colonize neighbouring 
planets, etc and they receive their energy from the center of the earth. 

Type 2, is a civilization capable of harnessing the energy of a star, manipulating the fabric 
of space, and have achieved immortality, due to an absolute knowledge of life itself. Type 2 
civilizations receive their energy from stars themselves. 

and Type 3, which is capable of harnessing the energy of an entire galaxy, are god- like, put 
simply. 






We, are Type Zero, our energy source is dead plants and organic matter.. .struggling to reach i 
point where we are able to harness the capacity of global energy, due to the current state of fossil 
fuels. 

Michio Kaku, a theoretical physicist, states that the hardest leap for a civilization to make 
is from a Zero to a 1, and that we are quickly approaching that transitional point. 

There is the potential of a Malthusian catastrophe, amongst the transition, if over- 
population occurs (which is suggested by some to be the reason for the transition) and agricultural 
and economic growth - supply and demand - cannot adapt properly. But the real problems lie within 
element 92 - uranium - because it is a matter of energy. 

According to M-Kaku, whichever path - positive or negative - uranium research and usage 
follows more prominently, will be the among the main factors to our fate, along with other variables, 
that carry with them equal positives and negatives, depending on usage. (DNA, nanotechnology, etc.) A 
tool is simply a tool, until it is designated a purpose. 



We must be able to harness rather than pollute, but this seems like an Illogical goal with 
borders, and alliances, and foes. How can we possibly begin to harness global energy with lines 
carved across the globe? A successful transition would have to involve a successful globalizatidn. 
successful globalization, meaning a positive unity of humankind, for the purpose of survival, 
working together towards scientific advancement as a species, rather than total victory of one 
region globally, with constant limiting of the advancement of others. Needless to say, military 
budgets write a bleak future.
